DANVERS, Oct. 3—The Essex Coun- 
ty Republican convention which’ was 


held in the Town Hall here yesterday 
was the liveliest witnessed in many 
years, and full 9. exciting incidents. 


The convention opened at 11 o, m. and 
it was within an hour of midnight 
when the proceedings were brought’ to 
a close after 28 ballots had been nec- 
essary to fegister the choice of the 
delegates for a County Commissioner. 

Although the rivalry was _ intense, 
the utmost good rature prevailed, and 
the delegations stuck_manfully to their 
candidates until conditions clearly 
showed that someone must break. 

When that time came’ the ballot in- 
dicated. that James C. Poor of North 
Andover was the man selected to rep- 
resent the county on the board of com~ 
missioners, and as the ‘result was 
_Agade manifest on the 28th ballot the 
cheering was loud and prolonged, and 
the successful candidote was carried 
on the shoulders cf bis supporters to 
the platform, wh7re he addressed the 
convention and thanked them for the 
honor which it had conferred upon 
him.

The fight for the commissionership 
began from the time of the arrival ct 
the first delegation and at 10 o’clock 
the hall, the corridors and the walks 
were crowded with politicians and all 
sorts of deals were being framed up.

Army Ready to Invade Cuba. 

Brigadier General Funston was al- 
ready at Taft’s elbow in Havana and 
all details were perfected for the dis- 
patch of troops to Cuba by the Amer- 
ican government early last week, not- 
withstanding that the Cuban govern- 
ment officials and insurgent chiefs had 
signed an armistice requiring both 
sides to refrain from hasty actions 
pending the peace negotiations. 

At this critical. moment the whole 
peace plan was upset by the unexpect- 
ed abdication of President Palma and 
the entire Moderate party administra- 
tion. This action was regarded by the 
Liberals as treason and by Taft as an 
unwarranted and dishonorable attempt 
to force the United States into inter- 
vention. Acting Secretary of the In- 
terior Montalvo said he would never 
turn the army 
over to the Lib- 
erals, and Pres- 
ident Palma call- 
ed a special ses- 
sion of congress 
for the purpose 
of presenting to 
it the resigna- 
tions of himself 
and Vice Presi- 
dent Capote. The 
situation was 
further compli- 
cated by the Mod- 
erate party in congress not attending 
this session, on the ground that they 
had been unjustly treated by the Amer- 
ican commissioners. With the Mod- 
erate party thus split Secretary Taft 
was able to obtain an agreement with 
the Liberals which would bind both 
sides, he ang: Bacon to be accepted as 
the arbitrators. Palma was reported 
as being heartbroken by the failure of 
the American. government to support 
his administration. In the meantime 
President Roosevelt had telegraphed 
General Bell to have the army in readi- 
ness for service in Cuba, and trans- 
ports were put into commission. An 
officer of the general staff said that 
40,000 men would be sent to Cuba, in- 
cluding nearly all of the regular sol- 
diers now in the United States. Twen- 
ty warships, with a landing force of 
20,000 men would be in Cuban waters 
within a few aays. . 

On the 28th, congress having failed to 
choose a successor to President Palma, 
who declined to withdraw his resigna- 
tion, the country was without a gov- 
ernment and American intervention 
was assured. In his reply to the com- 
mittee of Moderates, which urged him 
to reconsider, Palma said that Presl- 
dent Roosevelt had asked him to with- 
draw his resignation, but he had re- 
fused because the continuance could 
‘hot benefit Cuba. 

Secretary Taft promptly landed ma- 
rines to protect public buildings. Later 
he proclaimed himself provisional mil- 
itary governor of Cuba, and the Amer- 
fean occupation and possession of the 
island were begun. General Rodriguez 
of the Cuban rural guard co-operated 
with Taft in maintaining order. Arm- 
ed resistance of the insurgents was an- 
ticipated, 

French Priests Preparing to Move. 

The letter to the Catholics of France 
which was adopted by the recent coun- 
cil of bishops and was read from all 
Catholic pulpits has again brought for- 
ward the separation issue. The plan 
adopted is for the priests not to leave 
the government property until they are 
requested by the authorities, but when | 
so requested to go without further re- 
sistance, prepared to hold services and | 
live on their private and ehureh in- 
comes as best they can. They will not, 
however, accept the separation of 
church and state because they believe 
it tramples upon the dignity of the 
pope. 

Persians Agsin on Strike. 

Disorders have again broken out at, 
Teheran because the constitutionalists, | 
excited by the success of their first 
movement, are disposed to resort to a 
general-strike_on the slightest opposi- 
tion from the government.

The postal authorities at Philadel- 
phia unearthed an infernal machine ad- 
dressed to “Jacob H. Schiff, Main 
Floor, New York Stock Exchange,” 
and it was believed that the bomb had 
been sent by Russian\ anarchists in re- 
venge for Schiff having floated the 
Russian loan during the Japanese war. 


Guilty of Peonage. 
Charles M. Smith, his son and five 
tenants of the Smith farms in New 
Madrid county, Mo., were found guilty. 
of peonage in ‘the federal court, and 
sentences were passed by Judge Pol- 
lack as follows: Three years and six 
months’ imprisonment and a fine of 
$5,000 for the elder Smith, a like fine 
and two years’ imprisonment for the 
younger and terms from one to two 
years and $150 to $300 fine for the five 
tenants. This conviction was the re- 
sult of the first peonage trial ever 
held in Missouri. It was shown that 
the Smiths had brought forty negroes 
from towns down the river to their 
farms for the purpose of converting a 
lot of swamp land into tilling. soil. 
Here they were worked and whipped 
from early to late and miserably qtar- 
tered. 
Stensiand Railroaded to Prison. 

Paul O. Stensland, former president 
of the Milwaukee Avenue State bank 
of Chicago, who was charged with 
stealing $1,500,000 from that bank and 
who was recently caught in Morocco, 
waived extradition on his arrival at 
New York and was taken at once to 
Chicago. There he made a full confes- 
sion of crime, pleading guilty on 
two indictments for embezzlement and 
violation of banking laws, A fine of 
$120 was imposed on the latter charge, 
and a prison sentence of from one to 
ten years was imposed by Judge Ker- 
ston, once a close friend of the pris- 
oner.

She received her education in the 
public schools of Andover and was 
finished at Bradford academy. 

She was descended in the seventh 
generation from John Osgood whose 
name appears as a freeholder next 
prominence to Gov. Bradstreet’s upon 
the colonial recoris of the town. of 
Andover, John Osgood was the. first 
representative to the General eourt 
from the town to which he is thought 
to have given the name as he came 
from that part of England in the vi- 
cinity of Andover.

COMMUNICATION 


To the Andover Townsman: 


Mr, Editor:—Beg you allow me space 
in your paper to express-a few. thoughts 
‘which came to me by reason of events 
earlier in the season; notably. the late 
Town Meeting. My theme is equal 
righta, as it relates to our town’s people, 
notably Ballard Vale district; my home 
for thirty years, and hence my interests 
all are in common with that people. 
The “Centre,” they say, is all of And- 
over, for they want the earth and its 
treasures, ete. Grant it, if in truth and 
justice, for here is the Mansion, the 
Home, the Father and Mother in a sense, 
Around its hearthstone gather numer- 
ous families. They come from the 
North, the East, the West and the South, 
seeking your parental care and pro- 
tection, your maternal aid and guidance. 
And while some may feel they are kept 
short of its treasures, others are com- 
pletely shut out, or shut in, and thus de- 
prived of the essential elements of life, 
liberty and the persuits.of happiness; as 
in our days, out of fashion is out of the 
world, 


I come now to ask you to consider for 
a moment the conditions of your daugh- 
ter at the South, her imperative needs, 
and what can be done to release her. 
You cannot forget the clamor for her 
rights at the late town meeting. Thanks 
to our Speaker Cole for his timely ex- 
pose. And here I ask you to notice that 
of the twenty-five articles in the War- 
rant and passed upon, not one dollar 
was asked for or appropriated for re- 
pairs, improvements or betterments for 
Ballard Vale, and yet, $105,000 to be 
raised by taxation. Has Ballard Vale 
any interest inthis? They are without 
steam heat, macadam roads,. concrete 
sidewalks, trees or shrubbery by the 
roadside, and hence no “ brown-tails.” 
No telegraph or telephone, except pri- 
vate, no doctor, undertaker or grave 
digger; insurance cut off and land being 
sold for taxes; all this within the classic 
shades of old Andover. If I have painted 
this picture too dark, I hope to interest 
our citizens, both professional and busi- 
ness men in this work of redemption and 
inspire a better sentiment and feeling 
towards its people. For example, they 
say “They get all they ask for,” another 
“All they need,” and the third ‘All they 
deserve,” and thus it is too often we fear 
reflective of the sentiment at the home 
—such is not inspiring. All honor to 
the man who dared speak of the un- 
sightly condition by roadside, R. R. —— 
If it has come to that, if one’s sense of 
the fitness of things is disturbed by 
passing and repassing daily, as to de- 
clare such a “public nuisance,” there is 
hope indeed, and might he not have 
added, a menace to public health. 

In a former article we have spoken of 
the place, its prospects, etc. That it is 
most beautiful of situation no one can 
deny. Its attractions have made it what 
it is and has been and is true in one 
sense at least; it has many business ad- 
vantages, and yet limited, and that one 
greatest necessity is an electric railroad 
to town. Itis vain to hope for the es- 
tablisbing of further mechanical indus- 
tries, until a way is open for workmen 
in and out, and with so limited a popu- 
lation, with present monopoly. The 
steam railroad is all well in its way, but 
not the thing for today. While by the 
former ‘we ship to all parts of the world 
and Canada” as read a late business card. 
Of the electric mode of transit, “the 
people’s highway,” much more can be 
said.- It takes you from your door di- 
rect to your place of business, or for 
pleasure and return with speed, com- 
fort and safety. Thus it may be seen 


with the new and hopeful prospects our 


population may be increased; the value 
of property now fast going to decay, 
materially advanced, with social life re- 
sumed and cheerfully maintained. And 
now to this end we invite the financial 
aid of all our most favored citizens; and 
looking first to the industrial, we are

Trying to Corner Coffee Market. 

Three states and the federal govern- 
ment of Brazil have authorized a 
scheme for the valorization of coffee in 
the, hope of stopping the downward 
movement of the price of that. com- 
modity which has been-going on for 
the past three years. The object is to 
maintain the price and the grower by 
establishing a minimum quotation at 
which it is te be upheld by purchasers 
of coffee on account of the states con- 
cerned and by fixing the ve of the 
standard coin. The interest on a loan 
of $75,000,000 to be used for these pur- 
chases is to be guaranteed and paid by 
a tax on every bag of coffee shipped, 
and the proceeds of the loan are to be 
held in gold, against which paper mon- 
ey is to be issued. The scheme has not 
met with the approval of the Roth- 
schilds, who are the chief financial re- 
sources of the Brazilian government.

LOWELL, Oct. 4, 1906—The Fifth 

Congressional. district: Repubiican .con- 
vention was held in Associate hall this 
forenoon, Congressman Butler Ames 
Leing renominated py — acclamation 
amid much e.thutiasm. , 

The convention was cal.ed- to order 
at 11.10 a. m., by Frank L. Weaver of 
Lowell, chairman of the district com- 
mittee. The call for the convention 
was read by George G. Frederick of 
Methuen. district secretary. 

Mr. Weaver then announced that he 
felt compelled to state that he couid 
not be considered as a candidate for 
re-election to the district committee, 
for business reasons, and he also pre- 
sented the resignation of Speaker John 
N. Cole of Andover. After expressing 
thanks fur the many honors conferred 
vpon him, he concluded his opening re- 
marks by predicting an easy victory for 
Cong. Ames at the coming e'‘ection. 

The convention electeq George G, 
‘Frederick of Methuen as temporary 
clerk, and the following committee on 


credentials was appointed: <A. H. 
Cluer, Lowell; Dexter Butterfield, 
Dunstable: Barnett Rogers, Andover; 


A. A. Poore, Lawrence; E. B. Drake, 
Reading. The committee reported 90 
of the 102 delegates of the district 
present. ; 

The Hon. N. P. Frye of North And- 
over moved that George H. Taylor of 
Lowell be chosen permanent chairman, 
and it was so voted. Mr. Taylor was 
escorted to the chair by William D. 
Whittet of Lowell, and John T. Ma- 
loney of Lawrence. He made an elo- 
quent speech of acceptance which was 
roundly applauded. The organization 
was completed with the election cf 
George G. Frederick of Methuen as 
permanent secretary. 

On motion of Cyrus W. Barton of 
Lowell, Hon, Louis 8. Cox of Law- 
rence and JoSeph Legare of Lowell, 
were appointed a comimttee to escort 
Frank E. Dunbar to the platform.

OFFICES MAY BE OPENED. 


The matter of establishing Suds! 
state employment bureaus in the dif- 
ferent cities of tn2 state will be sub- 
mitted to the gov:rnor and council at, 
the regular weekly meeting of that 
bcdy on Wednesday of next week, It 
is not probable, however, that any de- 
cision as to what particular cities will 
be selected for the commencement .of 
this new undertazing will be reached 
for some little time to come. 

The whole proposition is the re- 
sult of an agitation that has been 
kept alive for a.number of years until 
the last legislacure took definite 
action in authorizing Chief Charles 
F. Pidgin, of the state bureau of sta- 
tistics of labor to make an investiga-, 
tion and then afte: securing the ap- 
proval of the governor and council to 
Gpen offices in sucn cities as he might 
select. 

This matter %f investigation has 
been under way for some time and 
has progressed so far that the chief 
will be ready to make his report next 
week. Wlhrile every one of the 33 
cities in the state have been looked 
into it is understeod that Chief Pid- 
gin refrains from making any selec- 
tion in the cities but leaves that*mat- 
ter for the counci’ to decide. 

The fact that the act only appro- 
priates $5000 for ti year precludes the 
establishment ff many of these 
offices and it is somewhat of a delicate 
matter making 4 selection. 

Special agents of the state bureau 
of statistics of labor in going into a 
city to secure data for this subject 
have been armed with a blank form 
of inquiry. ©The idea was to get at 
about one person to every thousand of 
population in the city and ascertain 
their view 2s.to the need of a_ free 
public employment office maintained 
by the state in thet particular commu- 
nity. 

So near as possible ‘these special 
agents were directed to get answers 
from representatives of the’ city gov- 
ernment, particuiarly the overseers 
of the poor of city almoner, the large 
manufacturers, the owners of mer- 
cantile establishments, and the repre- 
sentatives of the different labor unions 
in equal proportion. The question 
asked. each of these was: “In your 
opinion does your municipality need 
a free employment office and would 
you recommend he establishment of 
one therein?” This was submitted on 
a large blank with the suggestion that 
the answer could be written in ang 
then handed back to the special agent 
submitting it or more time could he 
taken and it could later be mailed to 
the bureau at the state house, 

It is the data obtained from the 
work of the specicl agents that is 
worked up into reports which Chief 
Pidgin will submit to the governor and 
council next week. As a bearing on the 
case it may be sald that while in the 
first instance but $5,000 is available 
there is practically only a little left 
of the year and but very little of the 
eppropriation has been spent. With 
the best of consideration it can hardly 
be hoped that an office would be es- 
tablished before tne first of Novem- 
ber. As the fiscal year commences on 
December ist it would seem that the 
money can be disbursed in a_ single 
month and that more offices can be 
set up than would at first appear, 

So far only the expense of the work 
of the special agents has come out of 
the $5,000. Still the establishment of 
an office means the printing’ of a lot 
of blanks besides rent, the pay of a 
superintendent and cierks, etc. so that 
on the whole it 1s not probable that 
every city could be accommodated 
even admitting that he council would 
adopt the policy «f incurring the state 
in such a large w«nnual expense be- 
cause it had sufficient money on hand 
to run the department a single month. 
showed a system in the measure they 
advocated before the last legislature. 
Realizing that it would be too much 
to ask for an office for each city and 
that it would be equally unwise to 
name only a few as that would excite 
the enmity of the members, from the 
other sections they framed a-bill. that 
left the selection to be made after 
the bill was signed, No member op- 
»pesed it bécause he could not tell but 
what his seetion might be benefited. 
The naming of a large appropriation 
was.ayoided in order to get*the meas- 
ure past the ways and means commit- 
tee but now that it is a law. the leg- 
islature will feel in duty bound to 
maintain the new department. As goon 
as certain cities finc they are not to 
be. benefited. they will. be clamoring 
to the next genervl court to be given 
« similar office and this will mean an 
additional expense. - 

In addition to the plain purpose of 
the law to bring employer and em- 
ployee in closer touch with each other 
if. their own communities the new 
law provides for un interchange of in- 
formation between the different of- 
fices so that a man can be better able 
to secure work !n some other city if 
not at home. The benefits of the 
registration are limited, however, to 
the citizens of the state, There are 
stringent provisions in the new law to 
prevent employes of these employ- 
ment offices receiving any fee for se- 
curing employment for any. person. 
The salaries of the superintendents 
end’ clerks are to be fixed by Chief 
Pidgin with the approval of the gov- 
ernor and council
